Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1965.  The  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1/66  and  includes  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  very  good  and  there 
was  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  apart  from  a few 
cases  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  This  had  its  origin  in  untreated 
milk  coming  from  a herd  in  an  adjoining  district.  The  outbreak, 
although  limited  to  a small  number  of  persons,  persisted  for  a 
considerable  period  and  proved  very  troublesome  to  control. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  but  the  actual 
causes  of  death  remain  very  similar  to  those  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  again  a welcome  decrease  in  the  infant  mortality 
rate  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

My  Deputy,  Dr.  Ian  Morton,  left  the  Department  in  May  to 
take  up  an  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Alton 
Urban  apd  Rural  District  Councils  and  in  wishing  him  every 
success  in  his  new  post  I would  wish  to  welcome  his  successor.  Dr. 
Pamela  Fox-Russell,  who  took  up  her  appointment  on  the  1st  July. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation  at  all  times  and,  in 
particular,  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  for  her  assistance  in 
preparing  the  draft  of  this  report.

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboataries . 
Gray’s  Inn  Road,  London  W.C.I.,  undertake  the  routine  examin- 
ation (both  chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water.  The 
number  examined  by  them  during  1965  was  20. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  ambulance  sub-station  of  the  Surrey  County  Ambulance 
Service  is  situate  in  the  Urban  District  at  Grayswood  Road,  Has- 
lemere.  This  sub-station  has  three  ambulances  and  a sitting  case 
vehicle  available.  All  calls  for  ambulances  are  now  made  to  the 
Banstead  Control  Station  (Tel.  MOGador  2991).  Haslemere  sub- 
station is  connected  to  Banstead  Control  Station  by  teleprinter 
and  the  ambulances  are  radio  controlled. 

PERSDNAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council 
and  include  care  of  the  aged,  sick  and  disabled  at  home.  The  Health 
Visitor  now  more  closely  co-operates  with  the  General  Practitioners 
visiting  mothers  and  babies  at  home  The  services  of  the  midwife 
and  district  nurse  are  available  when  required. 

Care  of  the  handicapped,  aged  and  mentally  ill  is  superv;sed 
by  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  Surrey  County  Council.

The  new  cases  were  2 female,  aged  19  and  33  and  the  trans- 
ferred in  cases  were  1 male,  aged  72,  and  1 female  aged  32. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination — This  is  available  through  the  Ccunty 
School  Health  Services  to  school  children  of  13  and  upwards  and 
also  to  students  at  universities,  colleges,  etc.  There  are  three  private 
schools  and  Woclmer  Hill  County  Secondary  School  concerned. 

During  1965,  170  children  received  the  vaccination. 
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Mass  X-Ray. — 540  patients  were  X-rayed  during  the  year  at 
the  general  practitioner  site  in  Haslemere  and  730  at  the  special 
sessions  held  in  April  at  Beacon  Hill,  Hindhead  and  Haslemere.

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IMMUNISATION 

The  same  scheme  of  immunisation  continues  in  force  i.e.,  in 
infancy  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  as  Triple  Imm- 
unisation, with  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  separately. 

Reinforcing  doses  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  are  given  at  ages 
5 and  10  to  children  who  had  the  primary  course  in  infancy,  and  a 
reinforcing  dose  of  Poliomyelitis  at  age  5 only.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  partly  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Board 
and  partly  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  is  checked  by  us  independently 
and  frequently  in  accordance  with  the  routine  established  during 
the  years. 

The  flouride  content  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m.  from  all  sources. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

From  completion  of  the  Hindhead  Sewerage  Scheme  to  the 
end  of  the  year  425  properties  had  been  connected.  Certain  early 
defects  were  subsequently  rectified  by  the  Contractors. 

A short  sewer  extension  was  made  in  Church  Road,  Shottermill. 

A new  pumping  station  was  constructed  at  Prestwick  Lane, 
Grays  wood. 

During  the  year  consultations  have  taken  place  with  the 
Ministry  and  the  Council’s  consultants  regarding  modernisation 
of  the  Shottermill  Sewage  Works. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A weekly  rear  collection  of  refuse  is  provided  in  all  parts  of 
the  district. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  provides  a free  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools  in 
unsewered  areas,  and  is  administered  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

Swimming  pools  are  provided  at  three  Surrey  County  Council 
and  several  private  schools  and  at  some  private  houses.  A regular 
sampling  of  the  school  pools  for  bacterial  purity  and  chlorine 
estimation  is  undertaken. 

SMOKE  AND  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

The  only  complaints  were  those  received  in  respect  of  bonfires, 
all  of  which  were  dealt  with  informally. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  came  to  our  notice  during 
1965.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  1965. 

The  small  outbreak  of  salmonella  referred  to-  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  caused  a considerable  amount  of  work  but  for- 
tunately the  source  of  the  infection  was  known  from  the  start. 

At  the  end  of  December  the  number  of  premises  registered 
under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  was  157, 
employing  a total  of  882  persons.  During  the  year  55  of  these 
premises  were  inspected  and  a total  of  90  contraventions  found 
but  there  have  been  few  cases  where  there  has  been  any  difficulty 
in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

As  in  previous  years  rather  slow  progress  has  been  made  in 
regard  to  housing  and  undoubtedly  the  biggest  problem  is  still  the 
shortage,  rather  than  the  condition  of,  existing  dwellings.  Three 
unfit  houses,  previously  closed,  were  demolished  and  seven  others 
modernised  and  made  fit.  Only  about  ten  of  the  original  schedule 
of  unfit  properties  now  remain  occupied  and  requiring  adent;on. 
There  were  no-  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair. 

A 100%  inspection  of  meat  at  the  slaughterhouse  was  main- 
tained and  the  continued  assistance  of  the  Godalmine  Borough 
Council’s  Public  Health  Inspectors  when  required  has  been  much 
appreciated. 

We  have  continued  to  act  as  agents  for  the  Surrey  County 
Council  under  the  milk  (Special  Desienation)  Regulations,  1960/63 
and  all  supplies  of  milk  retailed  in  the  district  have  been  sampled. 

Swabs  were  taken  from  cooked  meat  slicing  machines  and 
cooked  meat  counters  and  the  laboratory  reports  showed  them 
to  be  very  satisfactorily  bacteriologically. 
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In  addition  to  six  private  schools,  three  of  the  County  Council 
schools  now  have  their  own  swimming  pools.  Samples  from  all  of 
these  pools  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  in  addition  regular  residual  chlorine  examinations 
were  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Department. 

During  the  year  40  licences  for  storage  of  petroleum  were 
issued,  bringing  the  total  licensed  storage  capacity  to  89,296  gallons. 
At  the  time  of  the  annual  renewal  of  licences  all  tanks  over  twenty 
years  of  age  were  tested  in  accordance  with  the  Home  Office  Model 
Code,  resulting  in  two  installations  being  declared  unsatisfactory 
and  their  use  discontinued. 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  control 
of  rats  and  mice  continued  efficiently  and  only  minor  infestations 
were  found.  Twenty  one  business  establishments  in  the  area  have 
disinfestation  contracts  with  the  Council,  such  contracts  covering 
not  only  rats  and  mice  but  also  insect  pests. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during 
the  year  and  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  assistance  at  all  times. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
loyal  and  efficient  work  during  the  year.
